Turning back the clock of history to wonder, “What 
if Barack Obama had been more like Donald Trump?” 


In a stunning defiance of a long-standing tradition, 
Democratic presidential frontrunner Barack Obama 
refuses to make public his federal tax returns. 


“America, what is this man hiding???” bellows future 
ex-Fox commentator Bill O’Reilly on his nightly show. 
“Obviously Obama’s been paying little or no income 
tax, and is embarrassed—AS HE SHOULD BE!—to 
let the hard-working people of this country know the 
shameful truth!” 


Only days before the election, a bombshell Access 
Hollywood tape reveals Obama bragging he “can do 
anything” to women, including “grab ‘em by the p---y.” 


Outraged evangelical leaders condemn Obama for his 
crude remarks and plead for him to drop out of the 
race. Rep. Mike Pence of Indiana says his wife won’t 
let him listen to the tape, though an edited transcript 
confirms his views that Obama is a “depraved sex 
criminal unleashed by Satan himself.” 


Shrugging off the findings of several U.S. intelligence 
agencies, newly inaugurated President Obama says 
there’s no reason not to believe Vladimir Putin’s claim 
that Russia didn’t meddle in the election.

Pulled from his cryogenic sleeping chamber and revived 
by aides, Senate Majority Leader Mitch McConnell 
urges the appointment of a special counsel to 
investigate Obama’s actions, which he calls a “flagrant, 
unconstitutional, unb-b-b-believable obstruction of 
justice.”

The band Gunner has been around since 2012, and 
guitarist-vocalist Phil Allen says the band’s combined 
history led to the name. “We were all a bunch of 
military vets, and that’s how the name came about, 
so we decided our name would pay homage to all the 
military guys around here, like us. Hurlburt Field, the 
Gunners, that’s where that all came from.” 


Allen found his way to the region after being stationed 
at Hurlburt Field, and, of course, he fell in love with 
the area. 


“I’ve played music since I can remember. I mean, 
there was always instruments around my house, 
and I never could keep my hands off music. 
Once I got my first guitar, it was all over with.” 


Allen had been playing with Phil Calhoun’s Trashy 
White Band, and as he was leaving the group, Graham 
Thompson (“my partner in crime”) was coming into 
the band. “Things ran their course, and we were both 
looking for something to do, and we got together one 
day and said, ‘We should put together a band that 
plays old time classic rock ‘n roll like we grew up 
doing.” 


And with a shared love of loud classic rock ‘n roll, 
Gunner was formed. 


Although the lineup has changed a few times over 
the years, Allen and Thompson (guitar and vocals) 
remain at the core of Gunner. Drummer Chad Dickey 
and Danny Clausman (bass and vocals) complete the 
current lineup. 


“Old Aerosmith, old Led Zeppelin, Bad Company, 
stuff from the ‘70s,” is how Allen describes the band’s 
repertoire. “Anything that was on FM rock radio 
during the “70s. And we do some ‘80s and some ‘90s, 
but generally it’s older rock. 


“I think a lot of people are just...they’re surprised by 
our song list in general because you just don’t hear 
a whole lot of the groups around here doing what we 
do. Thin Lizzy? When’s the last time you heard a band 
play Thin Lizzy>” 


Gunner has a member of southern rock royalty in its 
ranks. Bassist-vocalist Danny Clausman was in an 
early incarnation of the Johnny Van Zant Band and 
can be heard on their first records. 


“That was unexpected that I would have somebody like 
him want to be in my band,” says Allen. “Of course, 
here it is four years later, and he’s still with me.” 


When sharing advice for aspiring musicians, Allen 
cautions against not having a career Plan B. “Go toa 
trade school. I’m serious. You know, I’ve worked with 
some really serious musicians over the years. I did 
two years with Ricky Lee Phelps from the Kentucky 
Headhunters, he walked away from it. I mean, the 
Kentucky Headhunters, they were the biggest thing in 
country (music) in the ‘90s. 


“Danny, he walked away from Johnny Van Zant. 
It’s a really tough life. I learned years ago, don’t 


: 


hedge my bets on music—get a career, and just let 
the music do what it’s going to do. And I think with 
all the guys in the band, we all have really good 
jobs locally and we do this because we love it, not 
because we have to. 


“For me, I was a traveling musician for years and 
when music became my job, I hated it. And that’s 
the worst thing is to hate music...the thing that 
you love the most. So yeah, I would tell somebody 
thinking about becoming a full-time musician for 
life, go to a trade school. Get something to fall back 
on first before you go out there and realize what you 
got yourself into with the music industry.” 
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Allen’s choices included deciding not to tour with 
Foghat. “I did a show with them up in Toledo, Ohio, 
back when I was on the road. Roger Earl from Foghat, 
he called me aside after the show and he said, ‘Hey, 
how would you like to come on the road with us?’ 
And I’m like, ‘You know? I’m going back to Florida. 
I appreciate the offer, but no thank you. I want to 
go back to the beach and sleep in my bed at night.” 


To this day, Allen doesn’t regret the choice he made. 
“I live in paradise.”

Bill Herrin: 
A Record That 
Changed My Life 


After much thought, I’ve come to 
a conclusion...although I’ve been a 
music freak since I was a kid, I’ve 
never really put much thought into 
whether or not any record truly 
changed my life. I’ve had favorite 
bands, then later resorted to just 
having a top ten list of favorites 
because it’s so hard to choose. Even 
then, the bands tended to rotate. 
My first album, around the age of 
12, was Elton John’s Greatest Hits, 
and I bought it primarily for the 
song “Saturday Night’s Alright (For 
Fighting),” followed by ZZ Top’s 
Fandango, a powerhouse of blues 
and rock, Tex-Mex style. 


Thealbum I’ve chosen was retroactively 
discovered, through the suggestion of 
an art school friend at age 18. Cheap 
Trick was my favorite band in high 
school—there were plenty of great 
bands out there, but they had an 
appeal that was hard to measure or 
explain. They had a special something 
that just worked. I first learned of the 
band primarily through their Live at 
Budokan record, and the subsequent 
hits that came from it. 


Delving further into their stuff, I 
bought In Color. The production wasn’t 
that great, and the songs seemed 
lackluster and somewhat contrived. 
There were a few gems, but they really 
rang truest when played live on the 
Budokan record. Fate struck when 
my friend said, “You need to check out 
their first record, it’s phenomenal.” 
After he played it for me, I ran out 
and bought it. The first time I played 
it through, I liked it, but it grew on 
me more and more to the point that I 
felt a bit sheepish admitting that I had 
never listened to it prior to the band 
breaking big in Japan. I was usually 
way ahead of the curve. 


Fast forward to 2019, Cheap Trick’s 
self-titled album still stands as a 
monolithic work that I never grow tired 
of. Nowadays, I can just pull it up on 
YouTube and play it whenever, but on 
a decent stereo (or headphones), it’s 
hard to believe how well it still holds 
up. Now considered to be one of the 
forefathers of power pop, Cheap Trick 
didn’t garner many sales with this 
first album, but hardcore fans tend to 
“set it” and love it. 


Without doing a _ song-by-song 


breakdown, I can say that it’s the 
darkest album they’ve made, and has 
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the rawest energy—it’s like they took 
the soaring vocals of Robin Zander, 
the amazing sound (and playing 
and ingenuity) of Tom Petersson’s 
12-string bass, the hook-laden riffs 
of Rick Nielsen’s guitar work, and the 
hard-hitting pocket rock drumming 
of Bun E. Carlos, added a dash of 
mandocello here, some punk rock 
there, and put it all in a blender. 
What they got was unadulterated 
chaotic rock on one song, and on 
the next, heartfelt tributes to an old 
friend. 


It’s a rollercoaster ride of a variety 
I’ve never seen a band traverse on 
one record—not inconsistent, but 
consistently different throughout, 
and cohesive as an album. 


Bun E. inspired me to play drums, 
and I learned by playing along with 
him (headphones) in a dank basement 
in western Pennsylvania...an affliction 
that I’ve never been able to shake. I’ve 
seen Cheap Trick perform at least 18 
times—as headliners, as openers for 
other bands, and as a club act. I think 
one of the biggest things that appealed 
to me was they did it their way, and 
as a short, freckle-faced kid that was 
never gonna have the “look” to be a 
rock star, it inspired me to see a band 
that had two guys that had the rock 
star looks, and two that were geeky 
and dorky looking. And they had a 
chemistry that got them all the way to 
the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame. 


Kudos to a great midwestern rock 
band that made music that reached 
the airwaves...and touched the 
heart of a kid who still finds them 
an inspiration all these years later. 
Thanks, Rockford, Illinois.

Destin’s Communi

Just off Destin’s Main Street, lurks a little-known 
gem of civic pride, green-thumbery, and the result 
of a lot of hard work. What started as an overgrown 
back lot full of weeds, trees and smilax (one of the 
toughest and most prickly perennial vines in North 
America) behind the American Legion was slowly 
transformed into a first-class raised-bed community 
garden. The brainchild of Skip Overdier, this project 
got its start in 2013 and began as a volunteer proj- 
ect to clear, plan, and execute the overall layout of 
the garden site. 


I met with Ron Sandstead at the site, and as he 
stepped off his golf cart, he began sharing more 
gardening information than I could fathom, and his 
love for the garden (and the people that participate 
in it) was obvious. A native of Illinois, Ron seemed 
to marvel at the ability of being able to garden here 
year-round. Ron shared how, in 2014, the well was 
drilled, the power line was installed (for the pump, 
etc.) on the property, and the first six gardeners 
started working to create rich soil beds that would 
soon produce vibrant and healthy plants in this 
little slice of botanical heaven. 


There was a lot to learn for the gardeners at first, es- 
pecially since sandy soil doesn’t disseminate water 
in the same way that clay-based soil does. “We did 
a great deal of research on what makes a healthy 
soil—and we were starting from scratch,” Ron says. 
Using mushroom compost, cow, rabbit and chicken 
manure, the gardeners found what worked best 
through trial and error. “We like to stick with organic 
methods because chemical fertilizer kills microbial 
activity. Our soil is primarily sand with no clay, so 
we make up the difference with organic materials... 
the results have been amazing.” 


One great discovery was based on the techniques 
used by the American Indians. By keeping the roots 
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of an existing plant in the ground, the active bac- 
teria around that root help feed and water the new 
plants. By planting the new plants near the old 
ones, it builds the soil, stops erosion issues, and 
can increase the crop yield by 20 to 30 percent. 


Ron shares another bonus to this technique—many 
times, the old root system will sprout a new plant 
from the existing roots. “We must not take the soil 
for granted,” he says. “That universe of plant and 
animal matter that lives below the surface contains 
as many living organisms in one tablespoon of soil 
as there are people (currently) on this earth.” Over 
30 cubic yards of compost has been used to “build 
the soil” to date. I guess you could say it’s a hotbed 
of activity. 


By 2015, much progress had been made, and the 
raised beds were added. The overall site—which 
now includes a well and irrigation system, a lot of 
wood chip mulch, and 18 raised garden beds—isn’t 
your typical garden. After starting six years ago, and 
actively gardening for about four years, the site is a 
year-round garden that fosters community partici- 
pation. Participants pay an annual fee of $100 for 
a raised bed space, along with access to the shared 
garden areas. Rules and liability waivers apply, and 


the fees cover the upkeep of the property, electricity, 
irrigation, etc. 


Gardeners grow everything from flowers to hot pep- 
pers, and there is also a nice variety of trees, too. 
Ron says, “I think some of the best people in the 
world are gardeners. My experience is that they’re 
generous and helpful.” With 18 participating gar- 
deners, he says that they’re always looking for more 
to join them—and you don’t necessarily have to bea 
Destin resident, either. “We have folks from DeFuni- 
ak Springs, Bluewater (Niceville), Destin, and more.” 


With a brick patio/sitting area shaded by trees (pa- 
tio portion was part of an Eagle Scout project by 
Ben Heisey), a pergola (donated by Lowe’s), a beau- 
tiful trellis at the garden entrance (with climbing 
roses) built by Ron, and an “art fence” that runs 
along Spring Lane, the main entrance to the garden 
is quaint and inviting. 


Trees and bushes throughout the garden space in- 
clude avocado, pear, peach, plum, loquat, lemon, 
pomegranate, blueberry, persimmon, and even red 
raspberry. The art fence has slats about six inches 
wide that are painted every way imaginable—some 
by the gardeners (each gardener can paint up to five 
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Main Street 
Community Garden 
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pickets for free), and some by visitors 
as a fundraiser for the garden. They 
pay $5 to create a lasting image on the 
art fence, and the fence is a beauti- 
ful conglomeration of colors, patterns, 
sayings, and vivid inspiration. 


As the spokesperson for the com- 
munity garden, Ron shares with the 
community in many ways besides 
gardening—he keeps an eye on the 
place (and has caught his fair share 
of non-gardeners helping themselves), 
and he gives talks every month on

“Malbec” is only one of some 22 
different names for the same grape 
(and its clones). References to it can 
be found back to the 1700s, in the 
former Quercy region (now called Lot 
and Tarn-et-Garonne) in the southwest 
of France. Its French name is Cot, and 
Cot it still is in France, though the 
French are starting to use “Malbec” on 
their product. This is due in part to its 
spectacular success in Argentina (it’s 
Malbec there), which produces some of 
the highest-rated Malbec and Malbec- 
based wines in the world. The French 
know the value of name recognition. 


Malbec World Day will be observed on 
April 17. It honors the day in 1853 
when President Domingo Faustino 
Sarmiento of Argentina reportedly 
asked a French soil expert to bring 
some vines from France to jump-start 
the wine industry in Argentina. The 
Malbec (Cot,) was among the varietals 
brought over, and it turns out that 
Argentine soil was what it needed all 
along. 


In addition to France and Argentina, 
Malbec is grown in Chile, Italy, Turkey, 
Israel, the Republic of Moldova, 
Australia, New Zealand, South Africa, 
Canada, and the United States. In 
some countries, fewer than 50 acres 
are under cultivation; in Argentina it’s 
around 66,000. In many places, it’s 
used for blending; in others, like Cahors 
(France) and the Mendoza province of 
Argentina, Malbec is a primary grape. 


Malbec is a red wine grape, its berries 
almost black in color. Their juice 
yields a near-opaque wine that is 
called “black wine” in Cahors. 


With Malbec World Day approaching, 
you might want to do some shopping 
for yourself or a friend. Here are four 
examples, three reds and a sparkling 
rosé blend, all purchased locally. 


Catena Malbec La _ Consulta, 
High Mountain Vines, Mendoza, 
Argentina (2016) 

13.0 percent ABV 

$22.99 

Color: dense, purple/black in the 
glass, with just a rim of dark red 
on the edge of the horizon. Nose: 
herbal, bell or sweet pepper, hint of 
wood, dried fig; takes a little time 
to develop in the glass. Taste: dark 
fruit, black plum and cherry—both 
pulp and peel. Velvety, dried prune 
and blackberry jam finish, smooth, 
substantial mouth feel. I drank this 
with beef ravioli, meatballs, tomato/ 
basil sauce and Parmesan cheese. 


Chateau De Haute Serre Grand Vin 
Seigneur Malbec, France, Cahors 
(2015) 

13.5 percent ABV 

$21.99 

Color: “black wine” of Cahors, nearly 
opaque. Nose: strong blackberry, black 
currant, slightly musty. Taste: at first, 
tart strawberry, with a tannic pull, 
deepens into more blackberry. Prune, 
red licorice, plum and_ nectarine. 
Long, warm finish, coats the palate. 
Heady and fruity. I drank it with pork 
tenderloin cooked with soy, sesame 
and ginger. 


Shannon Ridge Reserve Home Ranch, 
Lake County, California (2014) 

14.9 percent ABV 

$22.99 

Color: Blackberry black, dense, all but 
opaque. Nose: if purple has a smell, 
here it is; heady, from a depth down 
in the bottom, vanilla, floral, pruny 
and musty. Taste: more of the pruny 
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and musty, straight off that same 
nose; smoked fruit, tobacco, dried 
dark unsweetened fruit, plum, raisin, 
nectarine. Dense and chewy, cranberry, 
dark cherries, black fruit and peel. 
Blood orange. Slight unsweetened 
cocoa finish. Plush, almost sweet, 
lots of fruit. I drank it with burgers, 
with asparagus, carrots and potatoes 
roasted in olive oil with rosemary, salt 
and pepper. 


Alma Negra Sparkling Malbec/Pinot 
Noir Misterio Rose, Argentina (NV) 
13 percent ABV 

$19.99 

“Alma Negra” means “black soul,” the 
winemaker’s impression of the wine’s 
foundational grapes. Served chilled. 
Fresh and yeasty scent when the bottle 
is opened. Pale salmon pink, peach- 
blush, “eye-of-the-partridge” color, 
clear and unclouded, small to medium 
bubbles. Nose: very light, mild, when 
served cold. Yeasty, soda-like, merest

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hint of fruit. Taste: bubbles on the 
tongue, flowery, hint of peach, slightly 
briny, very dry. As the wine becomes 
less cold, the nose and taste become 
more fruity, more peach and peach 
peel, nectarine, strawberry. Then other 
summer berries, which linger on the 
finish. 


I would not serve this too cold, you'll 
miss out on the subtle fruits. I made 
a Kir Royale: Alma Negra and Lejay 
Creme de Cassis, 4-to-1 wine to cassis. 
The liqueur’s sweetness was balanced 
by the wine’s dryness and fizz. A great 
before-dinner drink, with a touch of 
vanilla and ripe pear. Drank the Alma 
Negra (by itself) with herb-crusted pork. 


I enjoyed all these wines—even the 
Alma Negra, though I’m not a fan of 
sparking wine. My favorite was the 
Shannon Ridge. I think it’s because it 
was the oldest vintage. Malbec wines 
benefit from aging.
